Many fa nners in Ru-h county are 
troubled with early 
sprouting 
of 
their jxitatoe- 
while 
in 
storage. 
These long, wh^te, tender 
sprouts 
sap the vitalitx and vigor and eon- 
-eqiienlly greatly reduce y ields. Be­ 


sid e s this m any farm boy s are given 
the task of rubbing « » ff the sprouts, a 
job which 
is very unj don sunt 
and 
unprofitable. 


“Greening” or “green sprouting” 
will help to remedy this 
condition. 
Keep the potatoes in dark cold stor- 
aire untjl they begin to sprotit, then 
bring them up and -pread the tubers 
out 
not more than two deep in a 
well lighted place. It will be found 
that tough, short green sprout- will 
form, growing about a qua rte r of an 
inch long and then stopping growth 
until they are planted. These k« *ep 
all the vigor and vim in the potatoes 
and thus increase vields. F or 
the 
early fsitatOes it hastens 
maturity , 
about a week and so is of value to 
growers who wish to put potatoes on 
the 
earliest market. 


Grow ers very often use u 
corn 
crib, barn floor or potato crates in 
which to sprout the tuliers fo r the 
late corp. Essentials of course 
arc 
freedom from freezing and an ab un­ 
dance of light. Such green sprouted 
potatoes readily go tliru the planter 
without rubbing off and are a boone 
to the sncce-sful 
potato 
grower. 
Greening should alw ay s follow seed 
treatment. 


“ Too many Indiana poultry ra is ­ 
er-, especially the keepers of farm 
flocks, fail to appreciate the im por­ 
tance of poultry lice and mites as 
related to profitable egg and market 
production. This, as well as a lack 
of general knowledge concerning the 
latest and most effective methods of 
control of these pests, lead many to 
fail to adopt preventive and curative 
m easures, the employ ment of which 
would be in most instances not only 
simple and com paratively easy , but 
would 
result in 
increased 
sa tis­ 
faction and 
profit to the poultry 
owner,” stated ('. R. Cleveland of 
the Entomology Department of Bur- 
due University Agricultural Experi­ 
ment Station, in an address recently . 
Mr. ( ’lcveland, in addition, briefly 
explained the 
nature and work of 
lice and mites on poultry , stating 
that a fundam ental 
understanding 
of these facts was necessary to en­ 
able the poultry farm er to intelli­ 
gently apply control measures. 
The use of sodium flouride as a 
dip and as a dust was explained, 
and stated to be the most praetieaT 
method y et discovered for the con­ 
trol of 
hen-lice. “Sodium fluoride 
is inexpensive, easy to apply , safe, 
and the meet effective known sub­ 
stance for thie purpose**, said Air. 
Cleveland in the course of his talk. 
S pray ing with carholineum and oil 
mixture or the control of the com 
men chicken mite was emphasized as 
the most highly mi *cessfu1 treatment 
for this pest,y et tried. “ The 
p re s­ 
ence of thousands of these mites in 
a 'ten house, a condition 
too p re ­ 
valent in many places in the state 
with its eonsiqjent 
serious effect 
on the bodily functions of the birds 
should not 1» p tolerated, and ir*ed not 
available to our poultry 
fanners**, 
lu* with this effective remedy now 
was one of the significant state 
meiits of this address. 


The feather mite, a new interest­ 
ing pest of chickents, with potential 
injurious qualities, was briefly dis­ 
cussed. Boultrv raisers were advised 
to In* on tlie lookout for it, and re ­ 
commendations for its control were 
given. 
A point receiving special 
stress 
in Mr. Cleveland’,- address was the 
great valny of the adoption o f better 
i general poultry husbandry practices, 
j-ncli as 
proper 
ventilation, 
good 
; houses, cleanliness, proper tnnnage- 
j ment, and the like as a* preventive 
laid against lice and mites, and as a 
factor in helping make their control 
, easier and more effective.

The Legislature 


Although the Indiana 'legislature 


disposed of its more important bus- 
iness with more dispatch ,'than is the 
rule, not leaving' many bills of great 
importance to the. state for final ac- 
tion at the last moment, there is not 
much to recommend the session, just 
closing to the people of Indiana. 


Governor M-eCray had the cour- 


age to veto the .bill prohibiting com- 
mercialized sports on Memorial Day, 
and the senate failed to pass the 
measure over his veto, which mea-hs 
tliat tie legislation is -dead. ^ Though 
the Speedway race, at which the bill 
was aimed, may not Tie a proper way 
to observe the day set aside to hon- 
or the heroic dead, preventing the 
race would not make the people of 
Indiana -any mone patriotic and 
those who have been in the habit of 
attending the race would seek some 
other form of amusement instead of 
attending a Memorial day celebra- 
tion. 


The legislature is to be commend- 


ed for accepting Governor McCray'-s 
recommendations on the $2,000.000 
appropriation to complete the state 
reformatory. 
The governor 
was 


backed by a bi-partisan board wliiehy 
realized that the best interests of the 
people of the state would IJe served 
by 
constructing the • reformatory 


right, and the majority in the legis- 
lature was finally convinced that his 
and the board's judgment was sound. 


Much 
ill-advised legislation got 


through the legislature, such as ihe 
gasoline tax and the co-operative 
marketing bill. Honest critics of the 
latter assert that it is the most dan- 
gerous piece of legislation ever en- 
acted by an Indiana general assem- 
bly and that the farmers of Indiana, 
who backed the measure, will-some 
day awaken to their mistake. If any 
do come to a realization that it is 
dangerous, they will have themselves 
alone to blame because the measure 
went through the senate early in the 
session before- the full -import of its 
provisions WHS realized, and not un- 
til the opponents of fhe farm block 
in the house threw the light on it, 
did .anyone realize Hie danger that- 
lay in the co-operative 
marketing 


bill.

Thousands of women are request- 


ed to flic an income tax return and 
paypa tax on their net income for 
the year 1922. NQ official estimate 
can- be given of the number of Sue-fa 
women, but statistics of income for 
Hie year 1920, recently issued, 
show that approximately 503,000 
women tiled returns for that year, 
claiming that $1,000 exemption al- 
lowed a. single person. The amount 
oi' net income reported by these wo- 
men was if 1,204,955,727. In addition 
there were filed 132,181 returns by 
women •claiming an exemption of $2,- 
00(1 as the head of a family, "a per- 
son who supports and maintains in 
one household one or more individu- 
als closely related to him (or her) 
by blood, marriage or-adoption. Net 
income reported by these women for 
HIP. year 1920 amounted to" $388,- 
364,530. Under the revenue act now 
in force the personal exemption al- 
lowed the 'head of a family is $2,- 
500, if the net income for 1922 was 
$5,000 or less, and $2,000 if the 
net income exceeded $5,000. 


The number of wives making sep- 


arate returns from husbands for the 
year 1920 was 77,558 reporting net 
income of $534,840,405. These fig- 
ures show the income reported in re- 
turns filed by women forms an im- 
portant part of the aggregate income 
of the people of the United States. 


A woman who was widowed during 


the year 1022, unless tne head of a 
family, or remarried on or before 
December 31, 1922, may claim a per- 
sonal exemption of only $1,000.
